, “The law is the same whether it is cast 
nbiy as an elector or in a representative 
capacity; «here the law requires or author- 
izes an election of a person by the body of 
which the voter is 4 member. The status of 


an legal vote is just as it would have been 


had the voter been absent at the time of the 
élection. The same rule must apply in either 
case. It is a just and fair rule that excludes 
the illegal votes, thus allowing those en- 
titled to vote to determine the election. To 
follow this rule, the right of the forty-sixthj 
general assembly of the State of Tilinols to 
elect a senator tor the present term will be 
maintained. 

“A different legal status of the voter can- 
not be given: The opposing candidates can- 
not complain, because it cannot de ascer- 
tafmed or adjudged thet the illegal voters 
would have voted for them or otherwise than 
they did vote. There is no rule of law that 
would take the illegal votes from Mr. Lori 
mer and give them to elther of the other 
candidates for the senate...The theory of 
the law is, and this investigation was based 
upon the claim, that the corrupt voters had 
lost their right to participate in the election 
of a senator. 


Quotes Statute on Case. 

“The act of July 25; 1866 (Rev: Stat., title 
II., chap. 1), contains a provision as follows: 

“But if the same person has not received a ma- 
jority of the votes in each bouse, or if either house 
has failed to take proveedings az required by this 
section, the joint assembly shal) then proceed to 
choose, by a viva yore vote of each member prea- 
ent, a person for senator, and the person who re.

When I 
assumed the duties of this great position 1 
swore that I would support the constitution. 

In the consideration of the judicial ques- 
tion that is before us, if I knew that every 
man, woman, am child in Kentucky were 
of’ the opinion that I should vote to unseat 
Mr. Lorimer I would not do it. If I knew 
that my vote would retire me from public 
life it would not alter my course in this mat- 
ter, nor would I have the slightest regret 
that I had reached the conclusion which I did 
in ‘this case. Upon a question that did not 
réquire me to violate the constitution I would 


be glad to carry out the wishes of my con- 


stituents. This is not a political question, 
this is a judicial one; therefore, I have taken 
oceasion ‘to ‘give expression to my feelings 
upon this question. . 


Warns of “Press 5 

It was supposed by the illustrious men 
who framed the constitution, the instrument 
which another has said ‘wag the greatest in- 
strument ever stricken at one time from the 
brain of man,’ that the senate would be a 
conservative body, composed of honest, intel-' 
ligent, and courageous men; that if a storm 
of passion or clamor should sweep over the 
country, threatening the destruction ot law 
and order; that if hysteria of an unreasoning 
character should seek to subvert individual 
or lawful rights, the senate, true to the the- 
ory upon which it was established, would fol- 
low a course dictated by and rescue 
the country from theimpending danger. 

“If the senate should yield to the clamor- 
ous demand.of part of the newspapers of the 
country and make Mr. Lorimer a victim ofa 
hysterical crusade against him, then we have 
entered, without chart or csmpass, upon a 
‘sea of trouble,’ shorelees and bottomiess.

R. LOUIS MANN’S facility in tife char- 
acterization of eccentric types, with 
dialect, is a minor tradition of the 
theater—minor, one believes, because 
he has not had the opportunity to 
adapt it to plays of either popularity or sig- 
nificance. The performances without music in 
which we have seen him have been . 
uninteresting affairs, largely concern with 
the tortuous delineation of a single. character, 
amusing, as a rule, but scarcely worth a dra- 
matic environment. In his way Mr. Mann is 
the equal of Mr, obe ee is, he can 


arrange a mosaic of detail most expertly—so 


expertly, in fact, that it becomes the engrosa- 
ing point of the entire entertainment. In 
pieces without too much dramatic heft this 
disposition becomes rather a fault. Attention 
is concentrat upon one 3 to the ex- 
clusion of all the others; and one figure, no 
matter how vivid, does not make a ¢ 
formance.

At McVicker’# Mr. Mann ts appearing in his 
own free adaptation of the German farce, “* Der 
English, “The 
Cheater.” He is an trascible Teuton of tem- 
perament, excitable, ingenuous, good natured, 
in matured, and altogether humah, if not 
plausible. As the member of the legislature 
from Williamsburgh, he seeks to banish from 
New York the evil of the all night saloon and 
dance hall, and to this end he has introduced 
a bill and is conducting a campaign. In the 
midst of the crusade his prodigal stepbrother, 
the proprietor of a prosperous bacchanalian 
resort, dies and leaves him this shameful cen- 
ter of celebration as a legacy. The conditions 
are that he shall participate in the more or 
less innocent orgies of the place. He is poor, 
and so succumbs because the revenues of the 
dive are rich and regular and will put him 
beyond the ee: te of penury.

All ot hich sounds like the earnest preface 
to a solemn social document. But “ The Cheater” 
is customary farce with the principal character 
engaged in the customary debauch, leading the 
grand march with a coryphee, flirting with a 
lady's maid, returning home in the morning 
and being 
deceived, and proceeding otherwise along the 
primrose path of farce. Mr. Mann and his com- 
pany act the episodes brightly, and last even- 
ing with much enjoyment to the audience. Now 
and then it seems that Mr. Mann's minute and 
particular portrait interferes with the speed of 
the piece, or that in some other way the per- 
formance, is overbalanced. It is.a dexterous 
impersonation, however, and most laughable.

tion project.

| mala that aid and comfort must not be given

duran peace. It goes against the grain for the 
president of Guatemala to obey, but there 
is nothing else to do when the big policeman 
gives an order. 

Thus peaceably in one quarter, and more 
energetically in apother, is order being main- 
tained within ‘the ‘sphere of American in- 
fluence.

Of course, theoretically, the whole com- 
munity is morally responsible. It is a part 
of our political indifference and our social 
ignorance. It is a part of our loose and 
wasteful public administration. 

But there is one class in the community 
that ie more directly responsible. ‘That is 
the medical profession. The conditions of 
the public institutions dealing with disease 
or with the public health ought to be their 
collective concern. It is as fair to require 
this of a learned profession of high claims 
as to require lawyers to be interested in the 
general condition of the courts, 

We are passing away from the laisses 
faire period, and requiring of the individual 
@ more responsible concern for the common 
welfare, a more intelligent sense of his rela- 
tion to society and ite general concerns. We 

should require it especially from the learned 
professions. 

It is the duty of the physician body to ex- 
ercise a more effective surveillance over our 
public institutions. It ‘is ite duty to know 
and expose wrohg conditions and to bring 
its collective influence to bear upon the 
agencies directly responsible, 

The professional conscience long ago 
should have protested against the county 
hospital evils, That is the profession's civic 
duty, to lead along right lines of public re 
form in its own field.

NGLISH people are curiously ignorant

John of Bletsce? I do not know, nor prob- 
ably do any of you.” 

Now, the founder of the family of Lord St, 
John of Bleteoe—namely: William de St. John 
—who took his name from the seigneury of 
St. John, near Rouen, came to England with 
William the Conqueror as quartermaster gen · 
eral, and subsequently was appointed by bim 
to an office equivalent to that of the chan- 
cellor ot the exchequer in these modern days, 
and as such played an impoktant role in 
directing the compflation of that momentous 
work, the Doomsday Book, from which 
Lloyd-George himself acknowledges having 
received much assistance in his schemes for 
the despoiling of the landed proprietor. 

Another St. John was with Richard Cour 
de Lion in the holy land and present with him 
at the slege of Acre, Yet another was cham- 
berlain of the household of Edward III. and 
commander of Calais. Sir Oliver St. John 
acquired in the reign of Henry VI., through 
marriage to the sister and sole hetrese of 


John, Lord Beauchamp of Biletsoe, the manor 


of Bletsce, and another Oliver St. John was 
raised to the upper chamber by Queen Düs- 
peth as Lord St. John of Bietsoe. His eon 
and second holder of the peerage was one of 
the judges of the ill-fated Mary Queen of 
Scote.

The present Lord St. John of Bleteos is the 
sixteenth holder of thie Eigzabethan peerage, 
and while he has served for a number of 
years in the army, notably in the Seventy- 
fourth Highlenders, has made a special study 
of the Sootch crofter question, is lord lieu- 
tenant of the county of Bedford, chairman of 
the county council, also of the county board 
of magistrates, and devotes himself entirely 


‘to local interests tn the county in which he 


ie the principal representative of the king, 
yet he goes eo tittle to London that he isan 
unfamiliar figure in the metropolis and al- 
most totally unknown at Westminster. 
Indeed, so much fs he of a stranger to the 
nationa) legislature that on one memorabie 
ocoasion-—it was the first time that he put in

~he wandered by mistake into the house of 
commons instead of into the house of lords 
and coolly took his seat on the treasury 
bench, oblivious to the wild gesticulations of 
the doorkeeper. The situation was explained 
to him when he asked his astonished neigh- 


dor, a Liberal cabinet mitister, whether the 


person seated opposite was not Lord Sal- 
bury. Not unti then did he realize his error 
and by withdrawing put an end to the per- 
turbation which alwaye arises when there is 
any violation, even through ignorance of the 
rules of the house. 

The house of St. John in course of time 
will have another representative in the house 
of lords in the person of the now 16 year old 
Viscount Bolingbroke. The iatter’s birth wee 
enveloped for a time in mystery and his suc- 
cession to the title in the nature of @ ro- 
mance. When Lord Bolingbroke diced at the 
age of 80 he was generally eupposed by every 
one, even by his relatives, to have been a 
bachelor. For his unton toa Belgian worn 
named Bilen Medex at Brussels, contracted 
forty years ago, was proved null and void 
owing to the fact that she had been married 
previously and had a husband still living. 
Consequently, the children she bore him, in- 
cluding Henry and Charles Reginald, were 
illegitimate. 

~~ 

From thenceforth it Was believed the next 
heir to hie honors and estates was his kins- 
man, the Rev. Dr. Maurice St. John, D. D., 
canon of Gloucester cathedral. His name 
was printed as such in all the peerages 
and analogous works of reference, and when 
old Lord Bolingbroke died in 1899 the canon 
immediately was described in all the news- 
papers as the new Viscount Bolingbroke. 

But at the funeral Bolingbroke'sdawyer 
announced that the old -iscount had married 
again, late in Üte, and that he had left a 
widow and a 8 year old son, Vernon Henry 
St. John, who succeeded to the viscounty of 
Bolingbroke and to the barony of St. John of 
Lydiard Tregosze. All doubte on the subject 
were set at rest by the production of the cer - 
tificate of the old viscount’s secret marriage 
on Jan. 6, 1808, at the Bath registry office, 
and also the birth ficate of their son, who 
was born March 16, 18906. 

Lord Bolingbroke was at the time of this 
second marriage nearly 78 years of age and 
signed the registry with an exceedingly 
shaky end trembling band. His bride wae 
Mary Howerd, a servant at Lydiard Park, his 
place in Wilte#hire. For a time the newly 
married couple remained living at Bath under 
the name of St. John, but without making 
use of any title, none of their neighbors 
suspecting thelr identity. At other places 
they passed under thé name of Mr. and 
Mra. Wilson,” while when they had occasion 
to visit Lydiard Perk the old peer passed 
once more as @ single man while hisgwife 
res umed her name of Mary Howard; 

— 

Eighteen monthe after the marriage the 
wife gave birth to a girl, who dled, and then 
in March, 1606, the boy was born at Bath. 
The old lord signed the registry on this oc- 
casion with a still more shaky hand, gave 
the name of Vernon Henry to the child, 
signed his own name as Henry Mildmay St. 
John,” and subscribed himself as Viecount 
Bolingbroke of Lydiard Park, securing the 
avoidance of all publicity, aa on the previous 
occasion, by handsome presents to the reg- 
ister and to hie officials. Two months after 
the birth of the child he was put out to nurse 
at Bath, where he remained until his father’s 
demise, Lord Bolingbroke going back to 
Lydiard Park, where he lived until his death, 
the viscountess continuing until the last un- 
der the name of Miss Howard and in the 
role of housekeeper. Nor was it until the 
sensational announcement by the lawyer of 
the old peer at the funeral that his relatives 
hed the slightest idea he had died as a mas 
ried man. 

The question arose as to what reason thé 
old viscount could have had for keeping his 
marriage a secret. His lawyer explained this 
by the fact that he was afraid of legal action 
on the part of hie relatives to secure his m- 
carceration as a lunatic and as not responsi- 
ble for bis actions. This they had threatened 
to do on the occasion of his first mésalliance 
at Brussels. During the sait he had been 
obliged to institute to obtain the annulment 
of that union his kinsfolk had intimated he 
was not altogether right in his head. He 
consequently feared that if, efter having 
married 4 Brussels woman who bad a hus-. 
band HMving, he thereupon, at the age of 78, 
married one of his domestic servants, they 
eurely would look upon him 4s a lunatic.
